CANADIANS NOT BLAMELESS. 

The sentiments with which Canadians have read 
the provisions of the emergency tariff bill placing a 
duty on nearly 30 agricultural products are described | 
in Post-Dispatch telegrams from Toronto as “contain- 
ing an unmistakable element of hostility and resent- 
ment.” 

But it detracts nothing from the responsibility of 
the Washington leaders to their own constituents to 
say that if the bill passes, it will be due to action 
for which the Canadians themselves have furnished 
incentive and excuse. The answer Mr. Taft devised 
to the protests over the anachronistic Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill was the negotiation of a reciprocity treaty 
with the Dominion. Despite his troubles in whipping 
the standpat devotees of ancient G. O. P. dogma into 
line, it was a well-considered measure, showing un- 
expected breadth in its concessions. But the tri- 
umph of unquestioned statesmanship won by Mr. 
Laurier in seizing the psychological moment for ob- 
taining these concessions, yielded reluctantly in con- 
sequence of American political necessities, was 
changed into unmerited personal rebuke in the elec- 
tion that followed. 

By cheap flag-waving,.expressions of pretended 
concern for the “British connection” and perfervid 
appeals to show loyalty to his majesty, the Tories 
of Canada obtained a referendum majority against 
the treaty. Had the measure been approved, its value 
in establishing rational relations between Dominion 
and Union would be so universally recognized at 
present that politicians on either side of the line 
would suggest its repeal at their peril. 

What has now come to pass was to be expected 
from the moment the result of the Canadian election 
in 1911 was announced. It has simply been delayed 
by political events and the state of war. Canada had 
its chance and rejected it. It was inevitable that 
when the Republicans again got in power they would 
attempt to re-erect the injurious tariff barrier against 
the sister country. 

Has the Dominion learned nothing as to a natura! 
connection more powerful in shaping its destiny 
than any merely nominal political connection? Have 
we learned nothing about the folly of sacrificing prin- 
ciples of permanence and wisdom to narrow policies 
of expediency and opportunism? Has this past decade 
brought to neither country a lesson on the workings 
of the law of compensation and the enduring value of 
reciproca] markets, the freest trade and friendly as-| 
sociation between close international neighbors?

According to the Manchester Guar- 
dian, much blood has flowed and intimidation is 
practiced by both sides. It is dangerous for either 
German or Pole to be abroad at night and justice 
cannot be dealt out lest reprisals should be visited 
upon Judge and jury. In the town of Kattowitz, with 
70,000 population, for example, forty daily news- 
papers are engaged on one side or the other, accord- 
ing as German or Pole pays the price. All this is| 
in spite of categorical stipulations in the Treaty of, 
Versailles by which the German and Polish Gov-! 
ernments bound themselves to abstain from all po- 
litical action in the plebiscite area pending the tak- | 
ing of the vote. But the stakes in the contest, | 
one of the greatest industrial and mining areas in 
the world, are apparently too tempting. | 

Yet some good may come out of it for the two 
million inhabitants; Poland has already promised the 
Upper Silesians autonomy if they will vote for the 
Polish connection, which has induced Germany to 
hold out similar prospects to them as a prospective, 
federal state. But the recollections of old Prussian! 
oppressions among these simple people are said to in-| 
cline them to accept any alternative to reunion with | 
Germany. | 

The Treaty of Versailles provides that the right

THE INFLUENCE OF CIRCUMSTANCES 
UPON CHARAOTER. 


HARACTER begins in the cradle; we be- 
C ex life without any volition of our own; 

and the shape and hues of our nature are 
mainly determined by heredity and the influ- 
ence of circumstances. So many factors enter 
into the question that it is difficult to fix the 
degree and amount of the influence; this varies 
“45 persons Vary; some natures are more im- 
}fessible than others. But we observe this 
general law, that in the early part of life the 
individua] is comparatively plastic and so more 
susceptible to influences, while in the latter 
part of life the individua]) hardens and acts 
more on his surroundings than they do on him. 
Hence the great importance of children being 
surrounded by such circumstances as will pro- 
mote the fullest development of their char- 
acter. ; 

In this, as in other things, we see the im- 
mnortance of little things. What grand results 
did the falling of an apple produce in the life 
of Newton! When a little boy Benjamin Frank- 
l.n once paid too much for a toy whistle, and 
the lesson he learned from the circumstance, 
“do not pay too dear for your whistle,” he took 
with him through life. A little incident is often 
the means of turning a life into a new channel. 
The sources of the river Athabasca, in the 
Rocky Mountains, are turned by a slanting 
stone in a northeasterly direction; but for the 
stone the river would have run fnto the Pacific 
Ocean. How often must great men acknowledge 
that whatever good they have accomplished is 
due to the influence of a good mother upon 
their childhood! How frequently can the crimes 
of prison inmates be traced to bad influences 
upon their childhood! 


The long continued influence of the same cir- 
cumstances is analogous to habit, and habit, as 
has been often said, is second nature. It is thus 
that a great many people become religious. The 
continued outward application of the sweet in- 
fluences of music, social meetings, holy rites 
and solemn scenes, exclusive even of the active 
thought of others, cannot fail to deeply affect 
the character. 

The phyeica) condition of an individual has an 
influence upon his character. What he lacks 
in bodily strength he will seek to supply by wit 
and calculation. To men’s physical strength 
and arrogated public powers, women areé obliged 
to oppose craft, finer perceptions and the 
charms of beauty: and it must be confessed 
they often come off victors. Healthy persons 
are Cheerful; dyspeptic persons have gloomy 
views of life. A pugnacious man would doubt- 
less become gentle were he to lose his arms. 
Byron’s deformed foot increased his bitterness 
of thought; in his view it was almost an offset 
to all the advantages of beauty and genius. 
Would Milton’se imagination have made the 
flight of Paradise Lost had he not been blind? 
Would Bunyan have created his Pilgrim's 
Progress had he mot been imprisoned? 

That a man jis rich or poor is not always his 
fault; and then poverty and wealth are circum- 
stances. Poverty stimulates some men to won- 
derful powers of performance, and drives oth- 
ers to suicide. Wealth will increase the ephere 
of usefifiness of some men, and sink others in 
the maelstrom of sensuality. 


Society is the strongest circumstance influ- 
encing character. 
society he pleases; one has no choice as to the 
society he is born into and in which he must 
pass his childhood. How hard it ts to rise from 
one social stratum to another! Children of white 
parents, brought up among Indians, will turn 
Indians. Father and mother are to the child 
models of perfection, and he will imitate them, 
Two persons cannot meet and exchhnge greet- 
ings without influencing each other, and 60 
changing each other's character in some degree. 
“The face of a friend goeth good like a medi- 
cine.” Now if one is thrown into solitude by the 
death of a dear friend or relative, the current

; Quently his life will be changed. The com- 
pulsory solitude of the criminal] confronts him 
with himself, and his unavoidable sober reflec- 
tions will revea] the eternity of good princi- 
ples, and that it is to his interest to obey them. 
Dr. Hayes says that his men, while passing the 
Gark Arctic winter of 1860-1 in their vessel 
arched over with ice, became gloomy and sulky 
—evidently the effect of the darkness, the soli- 
tude and the monotony of their occupations. 
Character is influenced by society and the con- 
dition of society is largely determined by the 
kind of government. Under a _ republican 
government there is no check to achievement; 
the people are hopeful and ambitious because 
they are free. But under a government which 
seeks only to grind taxes out of its subjects 
and does not legislate for their highest happi- 
ness the people are proportionately unhappy.

“Fear,” says 
Bentham, “leads the slave to hide his powers, 
rather than to show them. His ambition is the 
reverse of that of the freeman: he seeks to 
descend rather than to ascend.” In England 
great wealth is found side by side with deep 
poverty, and its accompaniments, misery and 
vice; and this state of things isshownto be due 
to the miserable system of land tenure and un- 
wise legislation. 

Circumstances and persons continually seek 
to adapt themselves to each other, and the re- 
sult is the change of character of both. In the 
Mammoth Cave there is a etream the fishes of 
which are blind, because they have no need to 
sce.

The physica] aspects of nature—weather, cli- 
mate, soil and surface——have more influence on 
character than is generally admitted. Teachers 
observe that recitations are influenced by the 
weather.

wild and grand natural scenery are apt to have 
a spirit of freedom and independence.
